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DETAILED ACTION 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and usefui improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Consideration of the "Computer-Related Inventions" section 2106 of the MPEP, 
part B., subpart 2.(b), has revealed that the instant claims are directed to non-statutory 
subject matter because the computer implemented methods do not require the 
performance of any physical result or transformation outside of the computer. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 1-3, the method is described as being directed to differential 
expression analysis, but, confusingly there is no "differential" expression practice in the 
actual claim steps. Does the preamble or the actual claim steps control the metes and 
bounds of the claims? This unclarity is also present in claim 9. Clarification via clearer 
claim wording is requested. This unclarity is also present in dependent claims due to 
their dependency from claims which are unclear as described above. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
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granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 9-11, and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e)(2) as being 
clearly anticipated by Ramm et al. (P/N 6,345,1 15). 

Ramm et al. Discloses the imaging of arrays of targets with CCD etc. types of 
imaging apparatus, for example, in column 9, lines 23-43, which is reasonably crisp 
data imput as instantly claimed. The data is converted via fuzzy logic as cited in column 
10, lines 23-35, with statistical analysis described as well as efficiency of calibration 
which is reasonably the defuzzifying as well as confidence level determination of the 
last lines of instant claim 1 . Gene expression analysis for such arrays is set forth in 
column 2, lines 54-64.
